A 56-year-old native of St. 
Louis, Taylor is a graduate of 
the Naval Academy and a 
student of the Japanese lan- 
guage. He saw service 
throughout the Pacific in 
World War II, concentrating 
on communications work, and 
was with the first American 1 
forces to land in Japan after 1 
the surrender. | 

From 1955 to 1959, Taylor I 
was Assistant Chief of Staff | 
for Intelligence on the staff of . 
the commander of the Pacific 
Fleet. * 

In 1959, he was made Assist- * 
ant Director tor Foreign Intel- i 
ligence and iarter Deputy 
Director of Naval Intelligence. 1 
In 1963, he was made .Assist- ■ 
ant Chief of Naval operations | 
for intelligence and Director - 
of Navatt Intelligence. In June 1 
he became Deputy Director of 1 
theDefense Intelligence i 
Agency.
